OUR WONDERFUL SKY.

We have a wonderful sky now. The 
stars are out 
on dress 
parade. 
The 
planet Jupiter, which, next to the sun, 
is the largest object 
in our solar sys- 
tem, is blazing in Indescribable 
splen- 
dor in the sky. 
In the east is Orion, 
dressed in its bla ing belts, and south 
of it is Sirius. 
These are the largest 
stars in the sky and blaze with a rich 
light, though they are more than fifty 
trillions of miles from us. 
Almost 
di- 
rectly overhead, about 9 o'clock, is the 
Pleiades, 
and a little to the east of 
it is the red star, Eldeberan. 
Midway 
in 
the 
northern 
sky 
Capella 
blazes, 
with 
its various colored rays, with a 
light 250 times greater than our sun. 
This star has a diameter of more than 
a million miles, and It has a compan- 
ion sun eleven times larger 
than our 
sun. 
Farther in the east are the twins 
Castor and Pollux 
which, seen with 
the unaided eyes, seem very close 
to- 
gether, 
though 
they 
are 
trillions 
of 
miles apart 
and 
many 
trillions 
of 
miles away from us. 
Far away and 
low 
down 
in 
the 
northwestern 
sky 
is 
the 
Delevan 
comet, sixteen 
hundred 
times 
larger 
than our earth and moving more than 
four hundred 
miles a minute into 
in- 
visible space. 
This comet 
was first 
seen 
by a South American 
observer 
last spring, 
und has since 
been 
fol- 
lowed 
by a hundred telescopes. 
It is 
now visible to the nuked eyes in early 
morning if the sky is clear low
